^Vashington, D. C., April 3.—The nationalization of the 


country's coal mines was suggested to Congress today by John 
L. Lewis, President of the United Mine Workers, appearing 
before the House Labor Committee, which is seeking a solu- 
tion of the present strike. 


"Nationalization," Lewis told the committee, "is the in- 


evitable remedy for the ills of the coal situation, which the 
operators have refused to remedy. The mine workers have 
been waiting with ever-growing impatience for many years, 
hoping to detect some sign that the operators were awakening 
to a realization of their duties, but so far nothing has been 
accomplished. We do not do this through any mischievous 


k or wanton spirit. We have no desire to advocate irremediable 


steps in any direction. Convinced as we are, that it is a step 


i in the right direction, we urge its consideration upon Congress. 
»* If the operators will not set their house in order the public 


must step in and ejnforce order, because in ,a democracy such 
as this no set of men, whether operators or miners, can be 
allowed permanently to maintain a public nuisance." 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 3.—The 


great cool strike developed today into 
a tug of war with both operators and 
miners pulling for public sentiment. 
As the nation starts to draw on its 
65(000,000 ton reserve neither side wa*> 
ready to make any peace overtures 
and the government was watchfully 
waiting until the fuel shortage begins 
to make itself felt or until the reserve 
is depleted to 20,000,000 tons. This ap- 
pears to be several weeks distant. It 
was Relieved thai the faction highest 
in public cs^KCui at that time will win 
the fight.

My Dear Sir: 


When the protection of wild birds 


was first given attention years ago, 
the planting of food of various kinds 
for the birds was neglected. The Anil- 
ubon Societies, bird club sand all other 
organizations supported laws protec- 
ting birds, the building of bird houses 
and other like activities that have pro 
dttced splendid results, but they for- 
got all about supplying food for their 
feathered friends. 


" The result of this negligence is that 
since the advent of the Federal law 
protecting migratory birds throughout 
the United States and Canada .the 
birds have increased rapidly, and 
through clearing brush patches, espec- 
ially fence rows, necessary to a more 
extensive cultivation of our lands, cer 
tain birds have been compelled to feed 
upon the cultivated berries and fruits, 
of various kinds that have been plan- 
ted to' supply food for human con- 
siimption. The Federal Government is- 
ingoing permits to kill robins in* var- 
ious states right during the nesting- 
season, and allowing the killer to use 
the birds for potpie if they wish. Up 
tp this time no such 
permits have 


been issued in Pennsylvania, simply 
because the Game Commission under 
oiir laws will not countersign same. 
.'"Shall Russian Mulberry trees cain 
b(8 purchased from the Kelsey Nursery 
Company, 50 Church Street, New York 
City,, at $65.00 per'thousand. Sweet 
cherry trees are more expensive but 
still within reach of any organized in- 
terest. There are no douse, otaer njir- 
serymen who can also supply some of 
these trees. 


The sportmen have always protec- 


ted song and insectorous birds and it 
•is also up to them to help see the 
birds are fed.

country's coal mines was suggested to Congress today by John 
L. Lewis, President of the United Mine Workers, appearing 
before the House Labor Committee, which is seeking a solu- 
tion of the present strike. 


"Nationalization," Lewis told the committee, "is the in- 


evitable remedy for the ills of the coal situation, which the 
operators have refused to remedy. The mine workers have 
been waiting with ever-growing impatience for many years, 
hoping to detect some sign that the operators were awakening 
to a realization of their duties, but so far nothing has been 
accomplished. We do not do this through any mischievous 


k or wanton spirit. We have no desire to advocate irremediable 


steps in any direction. Convinced as we are, that it is a step 


i in the right direction, we urge its consideration upon Congress. 
»* If the operators will not set their house in order the public 


must step in and ejnforce order, because in ,a democracy such 
as this no set of men, whether operators or miners, can be 
allowed permanently to maintain a public nuisance." 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 3.—The 


great cool strike developed today into 
a tug of war with both operators and 
miners pulling for public sentiment. 
As the nation starts to draw on its 
65(000,000 ton reserve neither side wa*> 
ready to make any peace overtures 
and the government was watchfully 
waiting until the fuel shortage begins 
to make itself felt or until the reserve 
is depleted to 20,000,000 tons. This ap- 
pears to be several weeks distant. It 
was Relieved thai the faction highest 
in public cs^KCui at that time will win 
the fight.

My Dear Sir: 


When the protection of wild birds 


was first given attention years ago, 
the planting of food of various kinds 
for the birds was neglected. The Anil- 
ubon Societies, bird club sand all other 
organizations supported laws protec- 
ting birds, the building of bird houses 
and other like activities that have pro 
dttced splendid results, but they for- 
got all about supplying food for their 
feathered friends. 


" The result of this negligence is that 
since the advent of the Federal law 
protecting migratory birds throughout 
the United States and Canada .the 
birds have increased rapidly, 
and 


through clearing brush patches, espec- 
ially fence rows, necessary to a more 
extensive cultivation of our lands, cer 
tain birds have been compelled to feed 
upon the cultivated berries and fruits, 
of various kinds that have been plan- 
ted to' supply food for human con- 
siimption. The Federal Government is- 
ingoing permits to kill robins in* var- 
ious states right during the nesting- 
season, and allowing the killer to use 
the birds for potpie if they wish. Up 
tp this time no such 
permits have 


been issued in Pennsylvania, simply 
because the Game Commission under 
oiir laws will not countersign same. 
.'"Shall Russian Mulberry trees cain 
b(8 purchased from the Kelsey Nursery 
Company, 50 Church Street, New York 
City,, at $65.00 per'thousand. Sweet 
cherry trees are more expensive but 
still within reach of any organized in- 
terest. There are no douse, otaer njir- 
serymen who can also supply some of 
these trees. 


The sportmen have always protec- 


ted song and insectorous birds and it 
•is also up to them to help see the 
birds are fed.
